Ihere is b trood deal of opposition 
&liiGDR tho leading journals in the south 
to the education of the negro, and the 
articles which have already appeared in 
the Gazette in regard to the opposition 
of The white people of Georgia to the 
Atlanta university for the education of 
the negroes, have shown bow deep seated 
the southern prejudice is against odored 
schools. 
During the 57 th anniversary of the 
American home missionary society held 
in Fremont Temple, Boston, last May, 
the Rev. F . J. Morgan, D. D„ of Rhode 
Island, delivered an address on the edu­ 
cation of the negro, and at this particu­ 
lar t me when there is an open, defiant 
opposition to negro progress in the eoutb, 
the remarks of Dr. Morgan will be read 
with special interest by all who have 
words of encouragement for the work of 
the American home missionary society. 
The Gazette is indtbted to Mr. D . W. 
Bacon, of Waukesha, for a oopy of the 
noted address, Dr. Morgan makes some 
points that are well worth repeating: 
“ We must recognise the fact that the 
negroes are here to stay, and to rapidly 
increase in numbers. 
Any scheme for 
their forced colonization would be a 
wrong second only to that of slavery it­ 
self. 
Humanity would cry out against 
it. 
The movement of colored people is 
far more likely to be in the direction of 
Texas 
and 
New 
Mexico, Arizona, 
Lower California, and even Alaska, than 
towards Africa. 
They have been trans­ 
planted to American soil and are as thor­ 
oughly American in tastes, habits, spirit’ 
as any other element of our population. 
They are no more Africans than we are 
Europeans. They are an indestructible 
part of our nationality.” 
Again: “ Those great steps by which, 
in the onward march of human events, 
there has been conceded to the negro 
in America his freedom, his citizen ship, 
his manhood his equality before the law, 
can never be retraced. The edict of 
emancipation is as irrevocable as is the 
declaration of independence. The rights 
of full citizenship, including suffrage, 
once conferred upon a whole raoe of sev­ 
eral millions can never be withdrawn. 
It may be abridged, modified [temporar­ 
ily. rendered inoperative, but perma­ 
nently 
withdrawn 
or 
overthrown— 
never.” 
Another point Dr, Morgan makes is 
this: “ The colored branch has been en­ 
grafted into the national stock so that 
the very life-blocd of the republic Hows 
through its veins. 
It is impossible now 
to sever the branch without not only 
marring the symmetry, but also endan­ 
gering the very life of the Nation.” 
Dr. Morgan then marks out tho clear 
duty of this government, in fact the duty 
of the American people, which is to give 
the negro the best education, the best 
moral training, the best christian instruc­ 
tion within the ability of educators and the 
church. 
And then when the colored 
raoe gets fairly started on the road to a 
higher education and christian culturet 
the suggestion is given by Dr. Morgan 
that it cannot depond upon the Anglo 
Saxons for religions instructions, 
it 
moet grow its own teachers, preachers, 
theologians and rehgicus guides. Our 
duty is limited to supplying the condi­ 
tions of growth. Great seminaries like 
Newton, Hamilton, Crtzerand Roches­ 
ter are needed all ever 'he south for the 
tmining of a highly educated colored 
ministry.” 
The earlier the southern people make 
up their minds that these remarks from 
Dr. Morgan are cold facts, aud govern 
themselves accordingly, the better it will 
be socially, morally, materially, and po. 
litioally-for the whole south.

HOSPITAL M AN AG EM EN T I N 
WISCONSIN. 
Chicago aud Cook county officials 
have been examining the state hospital 
for the insane at Mendota, for the pur­ 
pose of learning something. 
It seems 
they learned a great deal. 
A Madison dispatch to the Milwaukee 
Sentinel says that the party consisted of 
Col. George R. Davis, treasurer of Cook 
county; Sheriff C. R. Matson; 
P. 
McGrath, 
clerk 
of 
the 
supreme 
court; 
T. 
W. 
Jermott, 
clerk 
of 
probate 
court, 
Dr. 
Smith, 
superintendent of the Gook county in­ 
firmary, John Stevens, warden Cook 
county hospital; Dr. W. L. Noble, su­ 
perintendent of Cook county Insane 
asylum, and above a dozen of Cook 
county commissioners. Their visit was 
for the purpose of inspecting the state 
hospitals for the insane with reference 
to improvements in the Cook county in­ 
stitutions 
of 
similar 
character. 
They 
visited 
the 
hospital 
on 
Friday and were particularly struck with 
the Wisconsin method of non-restraint, 
ia the treatment of patients, which was 
something entirely new and interesting 
to them. The experts among the party 
spoke unhesitatingly of their favorable 
impressions of this method and declare 
the Wisoousin system far* superior to 
anything they have yet seeD. The clean­ 
liness everywhere visible about the in­ 
stitution was likewise particularly ob­ 
servable, and altogether, they are high in 
praise of tho management of the hos­ 
pital. 
The same degree of efficiency, clean­ 
liness and progress shewn in the man­ 
age meat cf the state hospital will, be 
found in all the chantable institutions c f 
the state, annd Illinois woald confer an 
honor upon itself ty adopting the Wis­ 
consin system of managing its chantable 
institutions.

VALUABLE ll I STOIII CAL MANU­ 
SCRIPTS. 
The other day the State Journal con­ 
tained an article rn regard to historical 
manuscripts in which it was said tim4 
Secretary Thwaites, of the State Histor­ 
ical society, has for three years past been 
engaged in picking up for the society’s 
archives all old manuscripts which in 
any way throw light upon the early his­ 
tory of the state. Letter-books, diarie8t 
old letters, memoranda, fur-trade, ac­ 
count ebooks, etc., have already been 
gathered in by the thousands and the 
work still gots on. 
His collection from 
the descendants of the old fur-traders is 
now very nearly as complete as he can 
hope to make it, the collection already 
made amounting to somewhat over 20,- 
000 documents, which were not long ago 
bound up, in classified chronological or­ 
der, into over IOO stout folio volumes 
which reveal tne inner history of Wis­ 
consin from about 1700 until 1835. From 
these volumes can be obtained many 
ourious'details of early life in Wi-oon- 
sin, and indeed many pioneer romance.

i.) ic s e c Sept. 2 0 — The scene of Thursday’s 
i vis cr presents no feature to-day calcn- 
a oil lo leson its horror, and vast piles of 
' ^'en rock, demolished houses, and de­ 
nt ail sorts, stretching out for about 
f e e t , present an nwful spectacle of 
levastation. 
Willing hands arc not wanting to aid in 
tho rescue of the victims of the great rock 
‘ lido. 
Tho fire and polieo departments, 
rein forced by the officers and men of the 
royal school of cavalry, are laboring vig­ 
orously themselves in tho work, as well as 
directing the labors of a large force of 
•mon. 
In view of the tremendous amount 
of rock mingled with tho ruins the pro­ 
gress is still very slow, and the wreckage 
has been largely increased since the first 
slide by falling fragments of rock. 
Tho 
Uedemptionist fathers are 
still 
working among the ruins, attending the 
wounded, and administering consolation 
to the victims and friends and relatives of 
the dead. 
Tho number of dead and 
wounded is still uncertain, as in the con­ 
fusion it is impossible to estimate cor­ 
rectly 
tho occupants of tho wrecked 
houses, lait several who are well acquainted 
with the residents of th overwhelmed dis­ 
trict fix the number of den I bodies still in 
the ruins at over two hundred. 
Rescuing parties mo hard at work, but 
their od orts are attended with consider­ 
able danger, es huge masses of rock still 
continuo to fall from the cliffs. 
Those rescued early this morning were 
Miss Mary Caldwell, Thomas Harrigan, 
another boy of the same name, and Mrs. 
Black. 
All 
are 
badly bruised. 
Mrs. 
Black says that her husban I was killed at 
the door of their house and that his body 
is still in the debris. 
Among those who aro still believed to 
be beneath the ruins aro Charles Allan, 
and wife, 
Mrs. 
Ft *vens, 
Mrs. 
Henry, 
Richard May bury and wife, Mrs. R. Law­ 
son, IL Kemp and family. Michael B. 
l.cahy, mid a number of children. 
The loss sustained by tho surviving vic­ 
tims of ti e disaster is very great. 
Some 
workingmen are deprival of their homes, 
furniture, and other effects, and their 
summer earnings. 
Many aro left penni­ 
e s at the commencement of a Canadian 
winter. 
The injured have been removed 
to the Hotel Mien. 
W illiam Bowers and 
his wife and child 
were saved by men 
from tho battery, who, aided by a detach­ 
ment from tho cavalry school, effected a 
number of rescues.

The hoiroi^ of 
11iis dreadful day are 
still succeeding each other. 
While work­ 
ers were busy clearing away tha debris of 
the crumbling buildinings, 
faint groans 
were heard at intervals from under Hugo 
piles of rocks. 
The efforts of tho volun­ 
teers were concentrated to thnt point, and 
after three hours hard work Joo Kemp 
was extricated from tho mass of rock. 
The 
poor man is in a most pitible condition. 
Both legs aro broken at the knees, tho left 
ann is broken above tho elbow, and several 
ribs ate fractured. 
He cannot live many 
hours. 
Two hours later his wife’s body 
was taken out of the wreck. 
Her head 
was almost severed from her body. 
A H orrib le Sight. 
Farther away another hideous spectacle 
was offered to sight—tho corpse of a 
young woman (Mrs. 
Lauson), who had 
been admired in her lifetime for hor 
beauty, 
lier body had been crushed al­ 
most flat. 
Her abdomen had been rippod 
open and hor entrails were scattered about. 
Shortly after viewing her remains her 
husba nd became a raving maniac. 
It is 
doubtful if ho will recover his reason. 
A man named Michael Bradley, who 
had gone almost crazy when told that all 
his family had perished in tho landslide, 
discovered, while working over tho wrock 
of his house, his 5-yoar-old daughter still 
alive. 
His joy was indescribable. 
It is 
thought the child will live. 
Up to this 
time tho number of corpses found is 
thirty-fivo and tho wounded eighteen. 
Tho city is thronged with strangers com­ 
ing from all parts of Quebec district to 
witness the effects of tho terrible av a­ 
lanche. 
At a meeting of tho city council a reso­ 
lution was adopted voting th6 sum of 
$5,000 toward tho relief of the sufferers 
by last night’s disaster. 
A report was 
read from Engineer Bail lair go, showing 
that ho |h n d warned the federal govern­ 
ment years ago of thq dangers from tho 
rock a t tho place whero the accident oc­ 
curred. 


T H E U T A H C O M M IS S IO N .

CiiiCAOO, S ep t 
21.—Chairman C ol G. 
L. Godfrey of tho Utah commiffiion, a r­ 
rived at the Leland Friday morning, and 
after breakfast he moi the other niemlters 
of the commission, and they immediately 
went into secret session. 
The ipembejs 
present were Ex-Gov. Alvin Saunders of 
Omaha, 
L ieu t-Gov. 
R. S. Robertson of 
Fort Wayne, Gen. J. A. McClernand of 
Springfield, and Judge I t B. Williams of 
Arkansas. 
The commission has just returned from 
a trip through Utah. 
They woro sent to 
make a thorough investigation of the 
Mormon question and the relations of the 
Mormon church to the Territorial election 
laws, and tho reforms which will probably 
bo needed to properly administer the laws. 
E x-L ieut-Gov. 
Robertson, 
who 
is 
chairm an of the sub committee, bad his 
report to the committee of the wholo 
ready for submission. 
It is thought that 
this report is so complete th at it will not 
take tile commission moro than a few 
hours to accept it, revise it, send it on to 
the Secretary of tho Interior, and disband. 
It is probable that among tho rec ;>m- 
niendations to be made by the report wi I 
be the following: 
That many of tho Ter­ 
ritorial, county, and school officers bo ap­ 
pointed by tho Bresident or Governor, a n i 
th at the jurisdiction of district courts in 
cases of polygamy be enlarged; that it 
shall bo mado a penal offense for a woman 
to enter a polygamous relation, nnd that 
the term ofjjiinprisonqaent for such offense 
be extended: that polygamists be disquali­ 
fied from entering or acquiring public 
lands; thnt the immigration of thoso I*e- 
lievlng in polygamy l»o forbidden, and 
that tho so-called Idaho law be adopted, 
disfranchising thoso belonging to an organ­ 
ization teaching or upholding polygamy.

T h e W o r k o f K o s c u e . 
Tho work of rescuing the victims i9 be­ 
ing pushed as rapidly as possible, but is 
impeded greatly by the threatened fall of 
moro rock. 
It is feared that a large part 
of the rock adjoining the sito of the slide 
will corno down, as large crevices have 
appeared and the rain is still falling and 
may repeat the operations which caused 
Thursday night’s disaster. The people are 
moving out of tho threatened houses. 
There has been no lack of volunteers for 
work at the ruins, but there is a lack of 
intelligent direction, as there is no person 
in authority. 
Citizens 
are sending in 
money to relievo any immediate distress 
among tho homeless women and ehildren- 
Tho sceno of tho disaster is being visited 
by thousands, who block up tho narrow 
street and make it a difficult task for any 
one to move in an y direction. 
There be­ 
ing but one narrow street between the 
rock and the river, thero is a complete 
stoppage of traffic, except by climbing 
over tho debris. 
A large force of men are 
engaged in the work of searching the 
ruins. 
Tho shipping office in the Domin­ 
ion governm ent building bas been turned 
into a tem porary morgue, and over twenty 
bodies are lying in it. 
It is difficult to 
identify some of the bodies, so badly dis­ 
figured and crushed aro they. 
H er H usband H illed B efore Her E yes. 
Tho members of the Black family were 
buried alive twelve feet below the surface 
of the debris. 
On being asked if they 
were safe Mrs. Black replied: 
“ My hus­ 
band was killed a t the door right before 
my very eyes. 
The rest are safe, but we 
aro suffering from wounds and bruises on 
our limbs,” 
Shortly after 
Miss 
May 
C aldw ell, a niece of Mr. Black, was ex­ 
tricated from Mr. 
Black’s house. 
Her 
limbs were so stiff from inaction that the 
least touch on them caused excrutiating 
pain. 
The next person taken out was 
Thomas Berrigan, whose wife was taken 
out of the ruins dead. 
He was so disfig­ 
ured his friends could hardly recognize 
him. 
He was removed to the hospital, 
m uttering a prayer of thanks for his 
miraculous escape. 
The noxt to follow 
was an 8-year-old boy, also named Berri­ 
gan. 
His left leg was crushed to a jelly. 
Then came Mrs. Black. 
Her bosom, neck, 
and face were dreadfully swollen. 
Among those bufied by the rocks are a 
young couple named Nolan, 
who weie 
married a few weeks ago. 
Nolan could 
have escaped, but he lost his life in trying 
to get his wife out of the house. 
It is 
thought that the K ing’s bastion on the 
eitidel will have to be removed, as it is 
now near the edge of tho rock with unsafe 
crevices in front of it. As a precautionary 
measure all communication with the bas­ 
tion has been cut off and the morning and 
evening guns will no longer be fired from

P h i l a d e l p h i a , Pa., Sept. 21.—Letters 
from Europe report the engagement of 
Miss Wheeler, second daughter of Charles 
Wheeler of this city, to Count Pappen- 
heim, a member of the Gorman nobility 
and one of tho oldest families of Bavaria. 
Miss Wheeler will be 18 years of age 
Nov. 2, and it is likely th at her m arriage 
will follow, closo upon the celebration of 
her birthday. 
The wedding will take 
place in Europe, 
Miss Wheeler will havo 
a considerable fortune in her own right. 
Her father, tho late Charles Wheeler, left 
a fortune estimated a t $2,000,000. 
Mrs. 
Wheeler got one-third and tho remainder 
was divided among the children, of whom 
thero were several. 
Mrs. Wheeler also has 
a handsome fortune in her own right, 
which she inherited from her father, the 
late Mr. Farnum. 
Her mother, who is 
still living, is also rich. 
Count Pappenheim is said not to possess 
any very large fortune in cash, though he 
is owner of large tracts of land of more or 
less value, 
but it is not constituting an 
available asset. 
The chief family seat is a 
big. old-fashioned castle of Aufmuhl, in 
tho Bavarian highlands, near tho scene of 
the performance of the “ Passion Play.” 


N E G R O E S T O C O L O N IZ E . 


Blacks in Cobb County, Georgia, W ant a 
Country for T hem selves. 


A t l a n t a , Ga., S ep t 21.—Tho negroes 
of Cobb county, one of thA richest coucties 
in the State, held a meeting last night in 
favor of colonization in some of the north­ 
western States. 
Tho speakers were exceedingly conserva­ 
tive, taking the stand that it was impossi­ 
ble for tho distinct races to live together. 
By colonizing in a western Territory the 
negroes could get 
together. 
A large 
number signed a memorial asking Congress 
to take steps in furtherance of the coloni­ 
zation. 


Strike in a Shoe Factory. 
H olrrook, Mass., Sept. 21.—A strike 
was declared this morning in the factory 
of Edmund White by tho local branch of.

About 20,000 persons havo visited the 


scene of the disaster during tho day 
Thousands crowded into the morgue and 
seized every pOjpt inside and outside the 
building where a glimpse could be bail of 
the bodies of the victims. 
Many women 
who obtained an entrance were removed 
in a fainting
